SALES TAX SOLVES NOTHINO 
Individual and organlsatlona who are advocating 
sales tax tor Idaho, all siree that people ot Idaho 
are struggling under a back-breaking tax load. It 
seems to us that this thinking la incorulstent. Inas- 
much as they are recommending rhore taxes In Uie- 
form of a aales tax, but are silent on susgtstlng that| 
the burden t>e reduced at other places. 

It the Idaho taxpayer Is already paying more taxes 
than ha can^aflord, hqw_wlH ho_l« Bble_tO_p«y_0Ut 
another two per cenron everything he buys. - 

Itia latest organisation to go out tor a aaJoe tax li 
the Idaho Tax atructure Committee. 

At the conclusion of Its tn-o year study, tht com- 
mittee calls atlentloh to the cltUens that property 
owners now pay « per cenu or nearly one half ot ail 
the tax burden ot the stale of Idaho. This group, the 
committee declares, of taxpayers should not ba 
matter of equity further penalised. 

Just how the property owners can escape penalty 
through a sales lax b not made clear by the com- 
mittee. Property owners are auttJeot to paying aales 
taxes the same as any other perfon. 

The committee continues lis report thus: "Notwlth- 
atandlng the tact that the federal government has 
practically preempted the Income tax field, Idaho, 
which has one ot ihe very highest income taxes in 
the nation, relies on stale Incoma tax for over SO per 
cent of the general rund. Therefore, In the opinion 
of the commlltce, the preaent Incoma tax atnicture 
b overt)urdencd . 

mlttee, "constitutes too narrow a tax base from which 
to obtain sulllclent new revenue to flnancs eai 
government in idaho." 

Wo whole heartfdly concur with thoae statements, 
but v<-e tall to understand how tax rcUer can be at- 
tained by adding more taxes to the "ovBrburdened" 
taxpayer ot Idaho. 

There la one characteristic about Uxes— they are 
rarely reduced or eliminated, but are consistently add- 
ed to or Invented, It seems lo us that the moat leaslble 
metliod ror reducing tsices Is to omit some or the 
preaent services and eschew the Inauguration or any 
new services. 

Sales Uxca are highly productive of revenue. In tact 
during the years that Idaho had a salu tax, the 
state's revenue from this source n-u sufficient enough 
that many other taxes nilcht have been omitted, but 
they weren't. The property owner continued to pay 
more than hLi share ot the tax burden. 

A sales tax from that •.tpect Is an unjust tax and Is 
alto double taxntion. Unlm there Is aome assi 
tliaC other taxes will be reduced in proportion 
revenue raised by a aalr.t lax, then vt feel that, 11 jj 
dereatlng Its own end.— Salmon Rocorder.

■ We all know how children like pic- 
ture books. They turn the pnges lov- 
InRly and "read" the pictures long 
before they can 'rend words, and 
these booka nro one of the best tools 
we can use tor preparing them tor 
rending. 

It Is lmpcrntlr£^ then, that these 
booka be selected with care. The pic- 
tures must tell a story to the child 
that must be tamlllnr to the reader's 
experiences. Because children love 
color, there should be plenty ot It 
In their picture books, Becnuu their 
eyes cannot ' focus on things that lie 
out ot tliclr usual 'plane of slglit. the 
dmwlnES should be on the level they 
see the moat— not nt. odd analcs or 
perspectives. Clear, well-defined 
forma are beat here. Simplicity Is 
bnslc. 

The picture book should bo a 
model ot good tiisle In Its class. To 
show an animal In caricature, a per- 
son In weird, fantastic 'form, is not 
the sort ot lllu-itrnUon that this 
book needs to lultlll Its work In 
"readiness." For thnt purpose, it 
must tell Its slory simply end ac- 
curately. 

Fairy talea are for Inter use, when 
the child Is ready to use imagina- 
tion In his thinking. But the fairies 
and elves lllustmted ahould be 
pleasant In appearance, never wear- 
ing- ugJy friffhtcnJnK lacea. The pie- 
turc-book renders are not yet ready 
for the stories of good or evil at 
war. They will hnvo their turn later 
on, but they are too hendy for the 
beglimers. ■ ■
